With Akita

He has recently re- 
turned from filming in Japan, and his new- 
est production, A Hill of Redemption, which 
includes the Akita phenomenon, has re- 
cently been released.) 


IE n the carly 1960s a small group of lay 
women with the encouragement of 
the local Bishop, came together in the north 
of the main island of Japan, to live together 
in community with vows of poverty, chas- 
tity and obedience. They called themselves 
the Sisters of the Institute of the Servants of 
the Eucharist. They lived in very poor 
circumstances, having bought a farmhouse 
in a place called Yuzawadai, outside the 
town of Akita. 

In the late 1960s the Mother Superior of 
the Institute, whose name was Sister Ko- 
take, became seriously ill. They managed to 
get some Lourdes water to her and she was 
miraculously healed. In thanksgiving they 
decided to have a statue of Our Blessed 
Lady made to place in their small chapel. 
One of the Sisters had a holy picture of a 
painting done by a German artist of the 
apparitions in Amsterdam in 1946 where 
our Blessed Lady appeared to a visionary 
whose name is Ida (she is still alive today), 
There Our Lady declared Herself as The 
Lady of All Nations. 


Graces to All of Mankind 


The German artist was commissioned to 
draw a painting of Our Lady's apparition, 
and although Ida was never really satisfied 
with it, Our Lady said that it was all right 
and the painting was completed. It shows 
Our Blessed Lady standing on the world 
with Her back to the cross, with Her hands 
outstretched with all the graces which come 
through Her Immaculate Heart, being 
poured out onto the whole of mankind, 
which is represented in the painting by 
sheep around the globe of the world. 

The sisters took the holy picture that

they had in Akita to a well known sculptor 
in the town. They knew that he was a 
Buddhist and previously might not have 
made any Christian designs, so they asked 
him to use the picture for spiritual inspira- 
tion and guidance. The wooden statue 
which he made represents almost entirely 
the image of the apparition in Amsterdam. 

When the miraculous events in 
Yuzawadai (from 1973 to 1981) are con- 
sidered... the shedding of blood from a 
wound in the hand of statue four times, the 
crying of tears 101 times, three apparitions 
of Our Lady with the statue coming alive 
and speaking to Sister Agnes Sasagawa, it 
can be seen that the choice of the image of 
the apparition of Amsterdam has great 
spiritual significance. 

It is interesting to note that before the 
filming in Akita took place, I had been 
inspired by Our Blessed Lady to go to Ga- 
rabandal, Spain on retreat to prepare for 
making the film. When I was there, I met 
a Dutch woman who started to tell me all 
about the apparition in Amsterdam in 1946 
and gave me the messages which Our 
Blessed Lady had allegedly given to Ida. 

At that time I had neither heard of the 
apparitions nor read any of the messages.

Message from 
Amsterdam 


The statue of Our Lady of Akita was 
designed froma picture of Our Lady of All 
Nations seen in an alleged apparition in 
Amsterdam in 1946 (see p. 1). A message 
from Our Lady of All Nations is as, follows: 


I am the Lady, Mary... Mother of All 
Nations. I have come today pre- 
cisely to tell you that I wish to be known as 
this. Let all my children of all countries in 
the world be one. Look carefully. Listen to 
what I have to tell you. Look at my picture 
and study it well and imprint it clearly on 
your memory. Iam standing on the globe 
and both my feet are firmly planted on it. 

You can also see clearly my hands, my 
face, my hair and my veil... the rest is 
indistinct. Look closely at the cross which 
extends from my shoulders and above my 
head. Have this picture of me painted and 
together with it spread the prayer I have 
taughtyou. This is my wish: andI desire this 
tobe done in many languages. In these days 
I wish to be The Lady of All Nations, and 
therefore I ask you to have the prayer trans- 
lated into all the principal languages and for 
it to be said every day. 

I will explain why I have come in this 
way. I am the Lady standing in front of the 
Cross. My head, hands and feet are like 
those of a human being. The trunk though, 
belongs to the Spirit, because the Son came 
through the will of the Father. The Spirit is 
now to descend upon the world and this is 
why I desire people to pray for His coming. 
Iam standing upon the globe because this 
message concerns the whole world. Look 
closely at the letters above my head: “The 
Lady of All Nations.” 

The whole world is degenerating and 
for this reason the Son sends The Lady of 
All Nations... Mary. 

My child, I stand here and I wish to be 
the Mother of all nations... not of one spe- 
cial nation, but of all. Why do I stand like 
this? My body, like the Son, has been taken 
up. I stand as a sacrifice before the Cross, 
forl suffered both spiritually and bodily for 
my Son. 

My child, just as He suffered, so I, the 
Mother of the Son of Man, suffered. Look 
closely at this cloth wrapped around the 
waist. This represents the loin cloth of 
Jesus. The picture of the Mother which you 


now see, is to precede a new dogma in the 
Church — the last dogma in Marian his- 
tory. 

The Son came into the world as the 
Redeemer of men, and the work of redemp- 
tion was the Cross, with all its sufferings... 
both of body and spirit. He was sent by the 
Father. The Father and the Son wish now 
to send The Lady throughout the world. I 
stand on the globe of the world, before the 
Cross, which is firmly fixed on it. Istandas 
the Son's Mother who with Him hasaccom- 
plished this work of redemption. 

I stand here as the Co-redemptorix, 
Mediatrix and Advocate... the new dogma 
inthe Church. The Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Spirit will to send the Mother, chosen 
to bear the Redeemer into the world, as Co- 
redemptorix and as Advocate, to implore 
the Holy Spiritto come. The world will not 
be saved by force, but by the Spirit. At the 
moment She was chosen, The Lady was 
Co-redemptorix with the Redeemer. 

The sheep yousce represent the peoples 
of the world. They will not find rest and 
peace until they fix their eyes on the Cross, 
the center of the world. The rays of light 
from my hands are grace, redemption and 
peace. The Father, Our Lord and Master, 
through Grace, and because of His love for 
mankind sent His only begotten Son. The 
Father and the Son now wish to send the 
Holy Spirit, the Spirit of truth, who alone 
can bring peace. Through Mary, the Lady 
of All Nations, Co-redemptorix, Mediatrix 
and Advocate, come grace, redemption 
and peace.

Bessbrook

O ne memory I will never forget oc- 
curred when I had a chance to meet 
with Beulah Lynch, who was reported to be 
having visions of the Blessed Virgin Mary 
in a church at a place called Bessbrook, 
Northern Ireland. From her description, 
they appeared to be the same as were occur- 
ring in Medjugorje. 

After visiting with her and her spiritual 
director, Father Gerard McGinnity, in Ar- 
magh, I was convinced she was authentic. 
In fact, I felt assurance upon meeting her. 

She displayed the same spontancous 
honesty and self-effacing humility that I 
had come to expect from Marija and the 
other Medjugorje visionaries. I could find 
nothing phony about this new visionary's 
reports. The essence of the messages she 
was receiving was identical in spiritas well 
as content: fast, pray, do penance, convert, 
and make Christ the center of your life. 

But she related something I had not 
heard before: the Blessed Mother had told 
her the previous year that the world had 
about ten more years in which to change its 
ways back to God. 

That meant we had until approximately 
1997, give or take some time, depending on 
our response to Mary's call. This particular 
message was given notas a threat but rather 
as a time of grace for as many as possible 
to follow the road to conversion to God. 


NOW is the Time to 
Win the Final Victory!

Two religious events of worldwide 

significance took place in 1984, the 

effects of which are now seen in Eastern 
Europe, 

Two years before, Bishops throughout 
the world received from the Pope copies of 
twoacts of consecration to the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary, one of Russia and the other 
of the world. An accompanying letter 
informed the Bishops that in union with 
them His Holiness would renew these acts 
at Fatima on the following May 13th. 


First Act of Consecration 


The Pope went to Fatima and on May 
13th, 1982, and on the 65th anniversary of 
the first apparition, made the act of conse- 
cration “in union with the Bishops of the 
world.” 

Afterwards His Holiness met at length 
with Sister Lucia who said that the conse- 
cration was not made exactly as Our Lord 
had requested because His Holiness had 
informed the Bishops, but had not asked 
them to JOIN with him in making the 
consecration, 

The next day Lucia said that the conse- 
cration just made “will have its effect, but it 
is too late. The Blue Army (that is the 
World Apostolate of Fatima) will have 
much to do.” 

One immediate effect of the 1982 con- 
secration was that all the Bishops of the 
world had been informed, and now the 
need for their participation was empha- 
sized, In preparation for a second conse- 
cration on March 25, 1984, the Holy Father 
called on all the Church to join in turning to 
Our Lady in a special way. Shortly after- 
ward, he proclaimed a Marian year and 
issued the encyclical Redemptoris Mater. 

That this consecration have the greatest 
possible solemnity, the Pope made it in St. 
Peter's Square in the presence of tens of 
thousands of the faithful before the statue 
of Our Lady which had been flown from 
Fatima for the occasion. Then the statue 
was borne in solemn procession to the main 
altar over the tomb of St. Peter for the 
completion of the ceremony. 

Shortly afterwards Sister Lucia con- 
firmed to the Apostolic Nuncio of Portugal 


that the consecration had now been madeas 
Our Lord had asked. 

Almost immediately afterwards, moves 
were made in Russia to place the control of 
the Soviet Union in the hands of Gor- 
bachev, a man who had declared that 
RUSSIA HAD TO CHANGE. 

Only months after the consecration, 
Gorbachev came to power. At the end of 
the Marian year, what most of us in the 
West considered impossible at the time 
began to happen. Gorbachev's Glasnost 
and Perestroika began to change Eastern 
Europe. The Iron Curtain was gone! 


Is This the Promised Triumph? 


Our Lady said at Fatima that Russia 
would be converted if Her requests were 
heard, and specifically that the conversion 
would take place after the Holy Father, 
together with all the Bishops of the world 
had made the act of consecration to Her 
Immaculate Heart. 

When Lucia, under obedience, asked 
Our Lord why He insisted on this collegial 
consecration for the conversion of Russia, 
Our Lord answered: 

“So that My entire Church will know 
that it is through the Immaculate Heart of 
My Mother that this favor was obtained.” 
And He added that He wished, as a result, 
to sce devotion to the Immaculate Heart of 
His Mother “placed alongside devotion to 
My Own Sacred Heart.” 

Meanwhile there are two more prophe- 
cies of Fatima which remain: 

“Several entire nations will be annihi- 
lated” and “Anera of peace will be granted 
to mankind.” These two prophecies are 
interrelated. 

Almostat the same time as the collegial 
consecration in 1984, a Bishop in Japan 
issued a pastoral letter declaring that the 
Mother of God had appeared in his diocese 
with a new message for the world, The 
Bishop said it was the same as the message 
of Fatima, but it stressed that the great 
chastisement predicted at Fatima....the an- 
nihilation of several entire nations... would 
now take place if the world continued to 
ignore Her messages and tears. 

The triumph of the Immaculate Heart of 
Mary requires a change in men's hearts. It 
means a triumph of love, a triumph of 
Christianity in its deepest sense. It means 
the reign of the Eucharistic Heart of Jesus... 
and for that “the Blue Army will have much 
to do” in this period of change and hope. 

The triumph is to come either after

annihilation of entire nations or through 
Grace, and God has shown us by the mir- 
acle of Fatima and the changes in Eastern 
Europe that it can come through Grace. 

Confirmed in our faith, can we not 
greatly increase our response so that with- 
out a terrible chastisement, the world may 
find its way into that era of peace of man- 
kind... that era of the triumph of the Im- 
maculate Heart of Mary, that era when 
Christianity will finally be really put into 
practice and found to be the answer to the 
longings of man for a world of men living 
as brothers... a world really at peace? 

May the hundreds of thousands 
throughout the world who have made the 
Akita Associates or Blue Army pledge live 
itever more sincerely and profoundly, join- 
ing cells, stimulating others to respond in 
depth to dry the tears of Our Lady whose 
heart is pierced with thorns of abortion, 
promiscuity, substance abuse, nationalistic 
strife and pervasive materialism. 

Now we know wecan balance the scales 
of Divine Justice if we respond generously 
to Our Lady's appeal at Fatima to which She 
now joins Her tears at Akita. 

Ina word, now is not the time to sit back 
and say the victory is ours, Now is the time 
to win the FINAL victory.

WHY AM I STILL 
WEEPING? 


(Locution through Fr. Stefano Gobbi, 
Akita, Japan, September 15, 1987; Feast of 
Our Lady of Sorrows) 


T have wanted you here, O son so loved 
by me and so plotted against by my 
adversary, at the liturgy which commemo- 
rates my sorrows and my motherly sharing 
in all the immense suffering of my Son 
Jesus. 

“In this journey of yours, so strewn with 
extraordinary graces which come from my 
Immaculate Heart and descend into the 
souls of my beloved ones and of all my 
children, I have led you today to this place 
blessed by me, before the statue which 
recalls the mystery of my co-redemption. 

“Istood beneath the Cross of Jesus, lam 
beneath the cross each of my sons is carry- 
ing. I am beneath the cross which the 
Church and all this poor sinful humanity is 
carrying today. I am true Mother and true 
Co-redemptrix. 

“From the eyes of this image of myself 
Ihave caused miraculous tears to fall more 
thana hundred times and over the course of 
several years. 


Why Am I Still Weeping? 


“Tam weeping because humanity is not 
accepting my motherly invitation to con- 
version and to its return to the Lord. It is 
continuing to run with obstinacy along the 
road of rebellion against God and against 
his law of love. The Lord is openly denied, 
outraged and blasphemed. Your heavenly 
Mother is publicly despised and held up for 
ridicule. My extraordinary requests are not 
being accepted; the signs of my immense 
sorrow which I am giving are not believed 
In, 

“Your neighbor is not loved; every day 
attacks are made upon his life and his 
goods. Man is becoming ever more cor- 
rupt, godless, wicked and cruel. A chas- 
tisement worse than the flood is about to 
come upon this poor and perverted human- 
ity, Fire will descend from heaven and this 
will be the sign that the justice of God has 
as of now fixed the hour of his great mani- 
festation. 

“I am weeping because the Church is 
continuing along the road of division, of 
loss of the true faith, of apostasy and of 


errors which are being spread more and 
more without anyone offering opposition 
to them. Even now, that which I predicted 
at Fatima and that which I have revealed 
herein the third message confided toa litle 
daughter of mine is in the process of being 
accomplished. And so, even for the 
Church the moment of its great trial has 
come, because the man of iniquity will 
establish himself within it and the abomi- 
nation of desolation will enter into the holy 
temple of God. 

“I am weeping because, in great num- 
bers, the souls of my children are being lost 
and going to hell. 

“I am weeping because too few are 
those who accede to my request to pray, to 
make reparation, to suffer and to offer. 

“Tam weeping because I have spoken to 
you and have not been listened to; I have 
given you miraculous signs and I have not 
been believed; I have manifested myself to 
you ina strong and continuous way butyou 
have not opened the doors of your hearts to 
me. 

“At least you, my beloved ones and 
children consecrated to my Immaculate 
Heart, little remnant which Jesus is guard- 
ing jealously in the secure enclosure of his 
divine love, harken to and accept this sor- 
rowful request of mine which, from this 
place I address again today to all the na- 
tions of the earth, Prepare yourselves to 
receive Christ in the splendor of his glory, 
because the great day of the Lord has even 
now arrived.” 


Consoling 
Words: 


“Father, what happens to the souls of 
babies who die before they are bap- 
tized?” 

What a difficult question, since the 
Church has not declared herself on this 
vexing question. In Alfred and Elizabeth 
Williams book, Two Hearts of Wit & Wis- 
dom, p. 93, we read this true story: 


It all started at Hotel Dieu Hospital in 
New Orleans. A very holy priest was dying 
of a terminal illness. A little lady, a daily 
communicant, Miss Noelie Cire, was also 
at the hospital visiting her mother who too 
was dying. Noelie visited Father, prayed 
with him and comforted him, and then one 
day she asked him this very question. 


“What happens to the souls of babies 
who die before they are baptized?” Surpris- 
ingly, Father simply said: 

“Tf I die first I'll tell you— if you die first 
youtell me!” Someanswer! Soon after, this 
holy priest did die, and Noelie Cire had this 
most unusual dream: 

Father gave an answer to this very diffi- 
cultquestion, he said: “You see, my dearit's 
this way: when a man and woman stand at 
the altar taking their marriage-vows, they 
imply explicitly or implicitly that if they 
have one child or ten children and more, all 
of them will be positively baptized. This is 
then accepted by Almighty God as a desire 
for any future baptisms. 


Three Kinds of Baptism 


“As you know, there are three kinds of 
baptism: baptism of water... the usual man- 
ner of baptizing; baptism of blood... giving 
one's blood in case of a martyr; baptism of 
desire... desiring to be baptized but unable 
to do so. 

“In the case of a normal baptism by 
water, it is not the desire of the baby, but 
rather the desire of the parents to partake of 
this Sacrament. So then, the desire of the 
parents really counts! In other words, if a 
baby dies before being baptized, the bap- 
tism of desire of the parents is sufficient. 
God so accepts it as a full baptism!” 

Noelie answered, “But Father, if that's 
the case, how come we all don't know about 
this consoling situation? Why is it kept 
hidden?” 

“You see, my dear,” Father continued: 

“If this was generally known, people 
would be very lax in having their children 
baptized Sacramentally, which is very 
important also.” (The church teaches that 
only the baptized will see the Beautific 
Vision, a happiness second to none.) 


In the book: “Our Lady Speaks to her 
Beloved Priests.” Under the heading: “The 
Smallest of My Children’ (p. 398, Sept. 8, 
1983, Feast of the Nativity of Mary) Our 
Blessed Mother said to Fr. Gobbi: 

“To me, little ones are all those infants 
who, already conceived, are to be put to 
death purposely while still in the wombs of 
their mothers. The love and the anxiety of 
your heavenly Mother, and of the Church, 
for their salvation with the innocent blood 
being spilled by those who despise and dis- 
obey the Law of God, are a baptismof blood 
and desire, saving all of them.” 


WHAT DOES IT 
MEAN TO BLESS? 


From The Medjugorje Star , 
Vol. 3, No. 12, p. 4, Dec. '89 


This question was addressed in a talk 
given by Fr. Slavko in Medjugorje on 
March 26, 1987. This talk was given in 
German and translated into English, sen- 
tence by sentence on the altar in St. James 
Church. 

What does it mean to bless? If we think 
of the Latin word we will find it easier to 
understand - Benedicte - that means to 
speak well. 

So when Mary says, “I bless you,” then 
the first meaning is that She speaks good 
about us in front of God. When She says 
that, She creates a better atmosphere for us, 
She doesn't judge us, but She speaks good 
things about us, even if we are in sin. And 
if we know that She is with us in this way, 
then we have more courage to really start 
and try again. 

The visionaries tell us that She blesses 
everybody every night. You don't have to 
be in the room in order to be blessed. Her 
blessing is stronger than the walls. We 
don't have to fight in front of the rectory. 
(Recall that the apparitions were taking 
place in the rectory at this time.) We get the 
blessing when we pray here. 

Yesterday I was wondering because 
someone asked me, “How can Mary bless? 
Isn't that something only the church can 
do?” Blessing is something we should all 
do. You bless somebody if you wish them 
good. You bless if you don't speak bad 
about people, or if you tell them don't speak 
badly about somebody else. The minute 
you do that you are creating new space for 
the other person within you. Especially the 
mothers, they should bless. From the be- 
ginning when they educate their children, 
when they speak good things in front of the 
child, this is how they bless. 

And look how much evil comes because 
we speak badly in front of our families. 
Look how much evil comes because 
through movies we get so many bad things 
in our families. All these things create the 
atmosphere. And then we are more aston- 
ished if there are more and more people 
aggressive, or who getnervous, or open for 
alcohol or drugs. There is too little blessing 
and too few people who bless. Therefore, 


I repeat blessing is the creating of a new 
and positive atmosphere or situation.

Julia, the contemporary visionary of 
Naju, Korea, relates the following experi- 
ence: 

At this time Our Lady lamented people 
judging each other, criticizing each other. 
She presented a horrifying vision of people 
as they talked against each other having 
worms coming out of their mouths. These 
worms, when they fell to the earth, united 
and took on the forms of devils. But 
whenever someone would speak with love, 
a beautiful melody seemed to come from 
their mouths which caused the worms to be 
consumed with fire. 

Julia saw an immense number of per- 
sons dominated by the work of satan be- 
cause of the hatred they bore toward one 
another, not knowing how to forgive. And 
the worms didn't die even if the people tried 
to step on them violently to crush them. 
Only love, words of love, caused them to 
be destroyed. And then Our Lady said: 
“My daughter, have you seen? This is why 
the anger of God has arrived at its zenith 
and will cause chastisements to descend 
upon the world.” 

Julia answered that she prayed that 
many sinners would be saved, and she 
would be willing herself to go to hell if she 
could save them. She offered her life, and 
begged that the Will of the Lord be accom- 
plished in her, poor sinner. And the Virgin 
said: 

“Yes, I thank you. Pray with this pro- 
found spirit of sacrifice and this great spirit 
of mortification. And when, because of 
me, you are injured and persecuted, or 
when you are criticized or calumniated, 
offer it all graciously without being dis- 
couraged. Offer it all to God. You will 
enable Him to save many sinners from the 
misery of their sins.” 


T n Akita, Japan, on September 28, 1981, 
Sister Agnes suddenly felt the presence 
ofthe Angel at her side during the adoration 
of the Blessed Sacrament. She did not see 
the Angel in person but a Bible appeared 
open before her eyes and she was invited to 
read a passage (Genesis 3:15)... the voice of 
the Angel was heard explaining in sort of a 
preamble that the passage had relationship 
with the tears of Mary, then continued: 
“There is a meaning to the figure one 
hundred and one. This signifies that sin 
came into the world by a woman and it is 
also by a woman that salvation came to the 
world. The zero between the two signifies 
the Eternal God who is from all eternity 
until eternity. The first one represents Eve 
and the last the Virgin Mary.”

A tew years ago a startling book was 
published in Paris called “The 
Woman of All Peoples.” It revealed the 
possibility of extraordinary aids which the 
Pope may be receiving in these times.

ual return of faith to England and that 
Anglican Archbishop of Canterbury would 
meet the Pope; need for greater social 
apostolate in the Church; need for changes 
in seminaries; changes in religious com- 
munities; danger of over-extension of 
American political action in the Orient; and 
many other counsels, especially unity. 


A Great Action Must Commence 


IL is interesting to note one of the pro- 
phecies and warnings ascribed to Our Lady 
in Holland as recounted in this book; “The 
time of Our Lord is coming. But before 
will come a time of trouble. Humanism. 
Paganism. The atheists and serpents will 
come first to try once more to govern the 
world. I have come to tell you this and that 
a great action must commence... Those 
outside must seek justice. If itis not found 
the world will again be lost... Truth is 
within, but not outside...” and then written 
in the air appeared the word: 

ENCYCLICALS and the Lady added:
